Enthusiasm 


Shown At 


First City Council Meet- 
ing Last Tuesday Night 


A large and enthusiastic gathering of the citi- 
zens of Menlo Park congregrted in the Masonic Hall, 
which had been given rent free by the Masonic Hall 
Association for the occasion, to witness to installa- 
tion of the members of the city council into their re- 
spective seats and the election of a mayor for the city 
on Tuesday evening of this week. Dr. A. E. Blake 
was the unanimous choice of the city council as its 


first leader. 


The meeting was called to order by 
City Clerk Fannie I. Kutrz, and the 
members of the City took 
their seats on the platform, The clerl 
then read the following authorization 
from the Secretary of State:

Mateo, was filed in this office on the 
23rd day of November, A. D. 1927. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF I have 
hereunto set my hand and caused the 
Great Seal of the State of California 
to be affixed hereto this 29th day of 
November, A. D. 1927,

This authorization permits the city 
to do business as an incorporated city 
of the sixth class. 

The certificate of election for each 
one of the city officials and signed by 
County Clerk Elizabeth M. Kneese 
was next read by the City Clerk. 

Officials Sworn in by Clerk 

Next in order was the swearing in 
of the various members of the City 
Council and the City Treasurer. 

The Clerk, after ascertaining that 
each member of the council was the 
person elected. to that office proceed- 
ed to administer the oath of office to 
each member of the council in turn 
beginning with Dr. A. E, Blake fol- 
lowed in turn by Councilmen J. H. 
Heltzel, J. C. Brown, J. J. Harcom 
and J. C. Ellis. 

City Treasurer J. Wm. Ryan, also 
took the oath of office at this time. 

Dr. Blake Elected Mayor 

City Clerk Kurtz cailed for nomi- 
nations for Mayor and Councilman J. 
C. Brown moved that Dr. Blake be 
elected to that position and J. H. 


Council 


Heltzel seconded the motion. ‘The 
election was unanimous and _ the 
doctor took his seat as the city’s 


chief executive amid muc happlause 
and called the meeting to order. 

The first business to be brought up 
Mayor Blake stated was the adoption 
of an ordinance fixing the time and 
place for the meetings of the council. 
He read a communication from Fire 
Commissioner Merrill offering the use 
of the fire house as a temporary town 
hall, and stating that it would ‘be 
made as comfortable as possible for 
this purpose. 

(Councilman J. C. Ellis wished to 
know what was meant by making it 
as comfortable as possible and Helt- 
zel was of the opinion that the fire 
house would not be comfortable on 
acocunt of its cement floor. 

Mayor Blake appointed a commit- 
tee consisting of the entile council 
under the chairmanship of Council- 
man Brown to look into the matter 
of securing a suitable place for the 
temporary city hall and to report 
back at the next meeting. 


Councilman Ellis mede a motion 


and Brown seconded it that the next 
meeting be held in the Masonic Hall 
at eight o’clock on Tuesday evening 
of next week and the motion carried 
Harcom Congratulates Mayor 

At this juncture Councilman J. J 
Harcom rose to his feet and congratu- 
lated Mayor Blake on his election and 
assered him that the 
were behind him in helping to build 
up a bigger and better Menlo Park 
Mr. Harcom said that if each and 
every one of the members of the coun- 
cil did his share of the work which 
will fall upon the board that the city 
would grow very rapidly without a 
doubt. He pointed to the fact that 
for the past fifty years the figth to in- 
corporate Menlo Park has been wag 
ed, and that in the mean time Menlo 
Park had been used as a dumping 
ground be the entire peninsula. 

Harcom pointed to the fact that 
now that Menlo Park had incorporat- 
ed the city would grow. He also 
spoke of the unsurpassed advantages 
of the city. His talk was applauded 
to the limit and all seemed to agrce

Mayor Blake agreed with Harcom 
and stated that he felt fhat all would 
work together for the upbuilding o!

Councilmen Express Their Views 

(Mayor Blake stated most emphati- 

cally that he would oppose any in- 

creased taxation and that he stood to 
assist all residents to better theim- 
selves and their homes. He told of 
Athertan’s willingness to assist the 
City of Menlo Park so that she will 
not make the same mistakes the Ath- 
erton has. Blake also told of the ad- 
vantages that Menlo Park has that 
are lacking in Atherton, and 
his views on the securing of the busi- 
ness from our sister city on the north. 

Councilman J. C. Ellis stated that 

while he was a comparatively new 


comer that he knew Menlo Park well 
and that he realized that it was the 
most beautiful spot on the peninsula

Under the supervision of the Prune 
and Apricot Association, thousands of 
boxes of prunes are being prepared fo: 
Californians who wish to make a 
Christmas gift typical of the Golden 
State to friends and relatives in other 
states and other countries. 

Carefully selected prunes are packed 
like candy in a five-pound redwood 
box, enclosed in appropriately design- 
ed covers. The Chambers of Com- 
merce of Santa Clara are undertaking 
to sell 20,000 of these boxes.

News of Interest to All 


From Canada, Mexico, Hawali and 
various parts of the United States 
educators will meet in Los Angeles 
December 17th-20th for the second 
annual convention of the American 
Vocational Association. 

Announcement from Sacramento 
that the State Department of Public 
Works has ordered a survey to deter- 
mine on a plan for breaking the “bot- 
tle-neck” at Pinole on the main high- 
way between the San Francisco bay 
region and Sacramento is welcomed by 
motorists generally. H. J. Brunnier, 
chairman of the highways committee 
of the California State Automobile As- 
sociation, declared last week that the 
project has the uncualified endorse- 
ment of the motorists’ organization. 

Indicating the surprising propor- 
tion of fires which are caused by the 
carlessness of man, and especially the 
man who smokes, Fred G. Stevenot, 
State director of natural resources, 
revealed last week that 655 out of 
the 1,864 fires in California this year, 
outside national forests, were started 
by burning tobacco. Disproving the 
popular theory that most forest fires 
are caused by lightning, Stevenot’s 
figures showed that a very small per- 
centage originated in this way. - 

The eighteen national forests of the 
California district, comprising Califor- 
nia and southwestern Nevada, cover a 
total net area of 19,144,221 acres, or 
about one-fifth of the land area of 
the State. Of this total, 18,593,807 
acres are within the boundaries of 
California, 541,691 acres in Nevada, 
and 8,723 acres in Southern Oregon. 
The resources of these forests is con- 
servatively estimated to exceed $300,- 
000,000 in value. The receipts for the 
last fiscal year from the forests of the 
California district totaled $1,162,581, 
of which amount 25 per cent was re- 
turned to the State for distribution 
to counties in which the Federal for- 
ests are located, for schools and roads.

Agreeing with the old poet 
“stone walls do not necessarily a 
prison make” Bert B. Meek, former 
member of the board of prison direc- 
tors of the department of public 
works, announced last week that the 
Folsom mutiny on Thanksgiving Day 
would not stop the prison road camp 
work but increase it. Considering that 
prisoners are safer out at work in 
the “great open spaces” than cooped 
up in large idle groups, Meek is con- 
tinuing his plans to put some 800 
men out on the prison road camps in 
spite of the prison riot.

The amazing statistics of the insur- 
ance company made public last week 
are based on the ratio of one fatality 
to every 1000 automobiles. To date 
that figure has been maintained and 
upon the same ratio the company’s 
statisticians predict that 180,000 per- 
sons will have been injured before 
the new year. 


Congressman Charles F. Curry has 
notified members of the State Re- 
clamation Board that the hearing upon 
the San Joaguin flood control situ- 
ation would be held before the House 
flood control committee in Washing- 
ton on December 12 and 13, instead of 
December 8 as previously anticipated. 
In a telegram to C. B, Jarvis, presi- 
dent of the board, the congressman 
expressed gratification of the person- 
nel of the committee which will rep- 
resent the reclamation board at the 
hearings.

The 
channel will connect Stockton with 
deep water where the San Joaquin 
river flows into the Straits of Car- 
quinez. 


Illumination of the San Francisco- 
Los Angeles airway by erection of 30 
beacons about sixteen miles apart is 
provided for by contracts let last week 
subject to approval by the Federal 
government. A. C. Rice of Los Ange- 
les was the low bidded, offering to 
meet specifications for about $36,000. 
Towers fifty feet high will support 
the beacons, Harry Rhodes, superin- 
tendent of lighthouses, announced. 
These beacon of powerful range and 
operating on a 10-second flash, will 
be run automatically in districts 
where electric power is available. 
Where it is not a regular lighthouse 
station will be maintained with a 
lighthouse keeper in charge. 


California motorists driving in 
Washington will soon see familiar 
colors on road signs in that state.

The Legislature last winter 
appropriated $300,000 for this struc- 
ture, which, according to the plans 
submitted to the regents, will be the 
most modern and completely equipped 
building of its kind in the United 
States.

n search of wares for the holiday 
rade unless they adhere strictly to 
he law. Warnings have been sent to 
all forest rangers and wardens to 
strictly enforce the statute enacted 
by the last Legislature requiring 
written consent of land owners be- 
fore berries or trees are cut on pri- 
vate property. 

Indicative of the vast amount of 
financial activity in California during 
the past year, the State railroad com- 
mission showed last week, in its an- 
nual report to Gevernor Young, that 
it authorized the issue of $314,642,213 
during the fiscal period closing June 
30th, last. This compares with $262,- 
463 issued during the previous year. 
The operating revenues of all utilities 
for the year were reported at a total 
of $1,001,170,242, an increase of $45,- 
940,167 over the preceding period. 

While general construction of the 
first unit of the new $250,000 Tulare 
County Hospital, erected near the city 
limits of Tulare, is practically com- 
pleted, it is not expected that the in- 
stitution will be open for general use 
until about February, according to the 
County Board of Supervisors. This 
first unit has been erected at a cost 
of about $100,000. A large portion of 
the sixteen-acre site on which the 
hospital is erected was donated to 
the county by public-spirited Tulare 
citizens. 


With Mrst fruits of organized mo- 
tordom’s fight for elimination of the 
war tax on automobile realized in the 
plan for cutting the levy in half, mo- 
torists of the West are being urged 
by the California State Automobile 
Association to support the nation-wide 
campaign of the American Automobile 
Association for complete repeal of the 
three per cent Federal levy on the 
factory price of new passenger cars? 

A total of $11,701,400.18 for repair 
and construction of state and county 
highways was made available last 
week by State Controller Ray L. Riley.

POINTS STREET PLAY DANGER 


Christmas time is a “new toy-time” 
for children, adding inducements for 
the youngsters to play in the streets. 
Recognizing this increased traffic haz- 
ard at this time of the year, the Cali- 
fornia State Automobile Association 
has devoted its December school safe- 
ty lesson to reminding school boys and 
girls of the dangers of playing in the 
street. 

This lesson, the sixth in a monthly 
series, is part of the system of visual 
education installed by the motoring or- 
ganization in 10,176 public school class 
rooms in 1218 cities, towns and schoo! 
districts of Northern and Central Cali- 
fornia, with the co-operation and ap- 
proval of school authorities. 

In addition to its striking visual les- 
son in street-play danger, the poster 
points out that 50 per cent of the total 
number of pedestrians killed on the 
streets are children under 15 years of 
age. More children are injured after 
school hours than at any other time, 
the poster warns. 

“Stay within the Curb” is the slogan 
given school children by the associa- 
tion. 

‘Do not run recklessly into the 
street to play,” is the purport of the 
suggested talk by teachers which the 
association furnishes with the posters. 
This talk follows: 

“Children, be careful while you are 
playing. 

“Many a child has lost its life while 
playing on the street. The seemingly 
harmless act of chasing a_ balloon 
across the street has often ended in 
tragedy.
